Bid to be 
a city 'has 
put town 
on map* 

THE LEADER of Dudley 
Council believes the bor¬ 
ough’s bid to become a city 
has already helped to raise 
its profile. 

Dudley is one of 26 towns 
hoping to be granted city 
status later this year to 
mark the Queen’s Jubilee. 

Councillor Les Jones said 
he was pleased residents and 
businesses were backing the 
campaign. 

More than 1,300 people 
signed a petition organized 
by the Chamber of Com¬ 
merce in support of the bid. 

The bid was submitted in 
May 2011 and highlighted 
Dudley’s history and her¬ 
itage as the “jewel in the 
crown” of the application. 

Council bosses say the bid 
is for the entire borough, not 
just Dudley town centre, and 
township areas including 
Stourbridge and Brierley 
Hill are key to the success of 
the project. 

Councillor Jones told a 
meeting of the council on 
Monday: “I believe this bid 
has raised our profile locally 
and nationally.” 

He said it wasn’t “the end 
of the world” if the borough 
didn’t win city status as the 
bid had got people talking 
about Dudley and he 
believed the borough had a 
lot to offer potential 
investors. “I am proud of 
this borough and what we 
can achieve,” he told mem¬ 
bers.

Councils are 
hit by claims 

More than £8.6million of 
taxpayers’ cash has been 
paid out in personal injury 
claims by local authorites of 
which £500,000 has been 
paid by Dudley Council. 

The high cost has led to 
calls for changes in the law 
to make it harder to make 
claims against councils. 

Since 2008, Dudley Coun¬ 
cil has received 894 claims. 
Of those, 650 were investi¬ 
gated with liability rejected 
in 540. Liability was admit¬ 
ted in 110 cases, with pay¬ 
outs totalling £500,000. 


BROTHEL BOSS'S 
PROPERTY SEIZED

THE DUDLEY owner of a lucrative brothel 
who is in jail for refusing to hand over £2 mil¬ 
lion of his ill-gotten gains will now have three 
properties seized to settle the bill. 

The move comes after a judge appointed a receiver to sell the 
properties and recover as much of the missing cash as possible. 
Carl Pritchett, now 59, was locked up for two years in 2006 for run¬ 
ning Cuddles Massage Parlour in Bearwood. 

Carl Pritchett That followed a raid on the brothel in Hagley Road in 2005 when 

police found 19 foreign women employed 
as sex workers. 



Businesses can 
grab a slice of 
of £lbn funding 
to boost trade 

Businesses in Dudley and the wider Black 
Country can grab a slice of a £1 billion aimed 
at creating private sector jobs. Previous 
rounds have already pumped £9.6 million 
into the area, creating or safeguarding 
nearly 700 jobs. 

Deputy Prime Minister Nick Clegg on Fri¬ 
day announced the launch of the Regional 
Growth Fund Round Three. Private compa¬ 
nies are now being invited to bid for growth 
funding and the government has set a dead¬ 
line of noon on June 13 for applications. 

The Black Country Local Enterprise 
Partnership (LEP) is encouraging compa¬ 
nies to apply for funding after other local 
firms were successful in previous rounds of 
the funding scheme, receiving a total of £9.6 
million. 

This will allow them to expand their busi¬ 
ness operations, with a further £54.7 mil¬ 
lion of investment provided by the 
companies themselves. 

The LEP, which is made up of private sec¬ 
tor members as well as the four Black Coun¬ 
try councils, has joined with the 
Manufacturing Advisory Service and Black 
Country Chamber of Commerce, to max¬ 
imise support for local companies. Organi¬ 
sations can log on to www.blackcoun 
trylep.co.uk to download a fact sheet. 


The business had an average of 490 
clients a week and made £3.5m profit in 
six years, a previous court case was told. 
Prostitutes would pay £20 to manage¬ 
ment for each customer and a further 
£10 for every return visit. 

Pritchett, from The Parade, Dudley, 
and formerly of Holbeache Road, Wall 
Heath, was locked up for a further seven 
years in 2009 after failing to stump up 
the £2m he pocketed from the racket. 

He had been ordered to repay the sum 
within six months through Proceeds of 
Crime Act legislation. 

Property 

Prosecutor Mr John Butterfield told 
Wolverhampton Crown Court yesterday 
that restraining orders had been put on 
a property in The Parade, the former 
Cuddles site in Hagley Road and a site in 
Lower High Street, Walsall, owned by 
Pritchett. 

Judge Martin Walsh ruled proceeds 
from the sale of the addresses should go 
towards the confiscation order. 

Mr Anthony Johnson, representing 
Pritchett, did not not oppose the latest 
development in the saga but Mr Butter¬ 
field confessed: “No-one is fooling them¬ 
selves that this is the last word in this 
story.” 

The judge ordered Pritchett to pay 
£2,500 costs for the hearing because he 
had initially “hotly contested” the appli¬ 
cation. 

Pritchett set up Cuddles in 1999 with 
money made from another brothel in 
Selly Oak, Birmingham, bought in 1991, 
an earlier court hearing was told.

COSTA Coffee could 
breathe new life into a fire- 
ravaged computer game 
shop in Dudley town centre. 

Plans to convert the for¬ 
mer Gamestation premises, 
outside the Churchill Shop¬ 
ping Centre, into the coffee 
shop have been lodged with 
council chiefs. The scheme 
would create between six 
and 10 new jobs. 

The unit has been lying 
empty since it was gutted by 
fire last July. 

Gamestation moved to 
new premises inside the 
shopping centre in Decem¬ 
ber. 

Applicant Tanias Proper¬ 
ties Ltd has submitted plans 
for the vacant unit, which is 
now being repaired. 

The papers say: “This pro¬ 
posal would make a positive 
contribution to the centre in 
that it would bring the 
premises back into occupa¬ 
tion, increase employment 
and provide a busy compli¬ 
mentary service in a conve¬ 
nient location.” 

Costa Coffee spokes¬ 
woman Melissa Mace said 
the plans were still at an 
early stage but a typical 
branch would employ 
between six and 10 people. 

The proposals have been 
submitted to Dudley Council 
and will be considered 
within the next two months. 

Costa Coffee already has 
outlets at the Merry Hill 
Centre in Brierley Hill and 
at the Ryemarket Shopping 
Centre in Stourbridge.

THE FATHER of a Black Country cyclist 
has slammed organisers of the London 
Olympics for only allowing families of 
athletes to buy two tickets for their 
events. 

Halesowen Cycling Club member Jess 
Varnish, aged 20, is one of the favourites 
for gold in the team sprint event - but 
just her mother and father will be able to 
watch the race in the Olympic Velo¬ 
drome. 

Her sisters Lucy, 19, Francesca, 15, 


and grandparents will only be able to 
watch her on television. 

Father Jim said: “It’s really gutting 
none of the family will be able to see her 
compete in person. This is going to be the 
biggest sporting event ever held in this 
country and Jess is absolutely on fire at 
the moment, but only two of us will see 
it. 

“We’re not after freebies, we just want 
to see Jess.” A London 2012 spokesman 
said: “We have created the friends and 


family scheme for athletes to purchase 
two tickets for every session they are 
competing in. 

“It is the first time that an organising 
committee has done this for every sport 
and we are very proud of it, because we 
believe it is important that those people 
who have supported the athletes are able 
to share in their moment. 

“However, we also want to ensure that 
the public has the chance to cheer on 
these athletes.” 


£5-a-week rent rise is 
given the rubber stamp 


A RENT increase of 7.7 per cent for thou¬ 
sands of council tenants in Dudley has been 
rubber-stamped. The rise, approved by the 
full council this week, is the biggest in 
almost a decade for residents in the bor¬ 
ough’s 24,000 council homes. 

The increase is the equiv¬ 
alent of an average £5.54 per 
week. Council leaders say 
the proposed increase is cal¬ 
culated using the Govern¬ 
ment’s formula based on 
inflation and the size and 
value of council properties. 

Cabinet member for hous¬ 
ing Adrian Turner told Mon¬ 
day night’s meeting he was 
“not happy” with the pro¬ 
posed rise but said the coun¬ 
cil’s hands were tied because 
of the Government policy. 

Council leader Les Jones 
said making the increase 
two per cent lower would 
have cost the authority more 
than £4 million. 

He added the money 
brought in by the rise would 
be reinvested to ensure resi¬ 
dents had “high quality” 
housing. 

Waiting 

The cabinet members also 
said the increase would fund 
work to bring more than 400 
empty council properties 
back into use to reduce the 
waiting list of 6,000. 

The decision came as the 
council approved plans to 
invest millions of pounds fit¬ 
ting energy efficient heating 
systems, new kitchens and 
bathrooms in council homes 
across the borough. 

The council had 
announced a programme of 
improvements for hundreds 
of properties over the next 
five years and members for¬ 
mally agreed the scheme at 
a meeting on Monday. 

Under the plans around 
£8m will be spent replacing 
750 electric storage heating 
systems gas ones. 

Central heating will be 
installed in 600 homes while 
800 boilers will be upgraded.

Dudley is getting ready to 
celebrate St George’s Day in 
style. 

Preparations are already 
under way for parades and 
celebrations, which are 
expected to attract bumper 
crowds. 

Dudley Council bosses 
have announced Stourbridge 
will host this year’s borough 
event on April 21. 

The council rotates the St 
George’s Day event so this 
year it will include a civic 
procession through the 
town, music and dancing. 
There will also be activities 
at Stourbridge Library, 
street entertainment and a 
tea dance in the town hall. 

Council leader Les Jones 
said: “It would have been 
easy to think we should not 
hold the event in Stour¬ 
bridge as major construction 
work on the multi-million 
pound improvements is now 
set to start. However, we 
know the event will bring in 
thousands of people to cele¬ 
brate the day.” 

Mayor of Dudley Council¬ 
lor Michael Evans said: 
“This promises to be 
another fantastic St 
George’s Day celebration.” 

The annual St George’s 
Day parade in Sandwell, 
which will take place in West 
Bromwich on April 22.

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Municipal 
building 
an option 

A LANDMARK former 
council building could be 
transformed into a fire 
station under plans to find a 
new base for two Black 
Country crews. 

The historic Municipal 
Buildings site in Cradley 
Heath could be used for a 
station for firefighters from 
the town and Halesowen.

Family tribute to tragic mountaineer Paul

THE FAMILY of an experienced 
climber who died after falling more 
than 1,000ft on the UK’s highest 
mountain said they were 
“immensely proud” of his achieve¬ 
ments. 

Paul Guest, from Kinlet, near 
Kidderminster, had climbed moun¬ 
tains across the globe and was one 
of the first people to scale the 
Nanguch as part of a six-strong 
team during a 40-day trip in 2009. 

Mr Guest, aged 32, died after the 
fall from the 4,406ft high Ben Nevis 


on February 19. In a joint state¬ 
ment his parents, Peter and Chris¬ 
tine Guest, who he lived with on a 
farm in Meaton Lane, said: “Paul 
was quietly confident and modest 
about his achievements but with 
well over 500 climbs under his belt 
he achieved a great deal and as a 
family we are immensely proud of 
his achievements. 

“He was incredibly loyal and gen¬ 
erous, having friends from all 
walks of life and all parts of the UK. 
Paul always loved sports and 


started playing volleyball at the age 
of 14 and through friendships he 
made he went on to start climbing 
and then discovered his true 
passion.” 

Mr Guest, who has two sisters, 
Katie, 30, and Jemma, 28, took up 
mountaineering aged 21. 

The mountains he tackled in the 
Himalayas and Bolivia include 
Mont Blanc, The Matterhorn, The 
Eiger and Illimani, with heights 
ranging from 13,000 to 21,000ft. 

During the 2009 trip he was also 


part of only the second ever British 
team to attempt Nanda Devi East 
in the Himalayas, but they had to 
give up after the conditions became 
too dangerous. 

Mr Guest worked on his parents’ 
farm and also helped out with their 
lawn mowing business. 

He would take part in local shoot¬ 
ing events and was a fan of outdoor 
sports, his parents said. 

They added: “It goes without 
saying that he will be badly missed 
and mourned by many people.” 


Push for plaque in memory 
of pet Tyson killed in a row 


A PLAQUE has been engraved in memory of a 
much-loved dog that was stabbed to death in 
the street. Its distraught owner has now 
found a new companion. 

Donations have flooded in H by Adam Burling 
since Tyson died after being H___ 


attacked by Simon Folios in 
Abbey Street, Lower Gornal, 
with more than £800 being 
raised. 

It is hoped the plaque can 
be erected near the spot 
where the German Shep¬ 
herd died. 

Its owner Wayne Bird has 
taken in a new dog from a 
rescue centre, but he says 
Tyson can never be replaced. 

He has taken in the 16- 
month old German Shep¬ 
herd, called Blade, from 
charity Dog Samaritans 
after seeing it on a website. 

The plaque reads: “Tyson 
Bird - devoted, faithful and 
much-loved companion to 
your loving dad Wayne. You 
will always be remembered 
by all of your family and 
friends in Gornal.” 

Simon Folios, aged 38, 
attacked the dog outside his 
home in Abbey Street, 
Lower Gornal, while rowing 
with its owner Mr Bird. 

The 12-year-old animal 
later died at a vets after 
going into convulsions. 

Flowers were left by resi¬ 
dents in memory of the 
popular pet outside the local 
Darby & Joan club, near the 
scene of the attack. 


Rose Beedles, Mr Bird’s 
aunt, is now applying for 
permission from the council 
to hang the plaque. 

There are also plans to use 
the money raised to fix 
hooks outside shops for dog 
leads to be tied up. 

Miss Beedles said: “We 
have been amazed by the 
response and we are so 
grateful to everyone who has 
come forward. 

Remembered 

Tyson was a very special 
dog and we are so pleased 
that he will be remembered 
in this way.” 

Folios will be sentenced 
this month after pleading 
guilty to possessing a bladed 
article in public, causing 
unnecessary suffering to an 
animal, and a charge of crim¬ 
inal damage by destroying a 
dog. 

Dudley Magistrates Court 
heard that Folios threatened 
to cut Mr Bird’s throat when 
the dog owner walked past 
his house. 

They argued for about 10 
minutes when the dog began 
to bark and Folios stabbed 
the dog in the side of the 
chest.

Next door neighbour 
David Feltham, aged 79, 
had fallen and lain on his 
drive for several hours in 
near-freezing tempera¬ 
tures. 

But Jack heard him 
tapping on a gas meter and 
kept barking until his 
owner, John Wheatley, woke 
up, spotted Mr Feltham, 
wearing only a fur-lined 
shirt and trousers, lying in 
his drive and went to the 
rescue. 

Now back at home in 
Rugby Road, Wollaston, 
Stourbridge, after spending 
two days in hospital, Mr 
Feltham said: “I didn’t 
think Jack liked me because 
he always barked at me - 
but he’s saved my life and 
now I think he’s great.” 

Ten-year-old Jack, who is 
himself recovering from a 
bout of pneumonia and is on 
heart tablets, raised the 
alarm at about 4.15am on 
February 20. 

Mr Wheatley, aged 67, 
rushed outside and covered 
Mr Feltham with a blanket, 
while his wife, Carole, aged 
68, called an ambulance. 
“He was very cold and there 
was a light frost,” said Mr 
Wheatley. 

“Jack looks like a minia¬ 
ture Lassie and now he’s a 
hero himself,” added Mr 
Wheatley.

2005 that her household only had 
£2,697 savings. 

The court heard her partner 
Darryl Westwood, had rec-eived an 
inheritance. 

The money came after his mother 
died and the proceeds from the sale 
of her house was split between his 
brothers and he. The couple subse¬ 


quently used it to carry out home 
improvements including a new 
kitchen and roof repairs. 

McEvoy was handed a two-year 
conditional discharge. 

She could have faced prison, the 
court heard, but her defence Mr 
Chris Gascoyne claimed it was an 
extraordinary case and asked the 
magistrates to be lenient. 

McEvoy is not able to work as she 


cares for her elderly mother who has 
vascular dementia, magistrates 
were told. Her partner has recently 
been made redundant and has suf¬ 
fered a heart attack. 

Miss Claire Beddoes, prosecuting 
on behalf of the Department for 
Work and Pensions, said McEvoy 
admitted making the false claim.

Ex-church 
treasurer 
on fraud 
charges 

THE FORMER treasurer of 
a Stourbridge church and a 
religious charity has been 
charged with defrauding 
them of £500,000. 

The charges against 
Stephen Methuen, who was 
treasurer at Amblecote 
Christian Centre, Brettell 
Lane, for six years, follow a 
joint investigation by Her 
Majesty’s Revenue and 
Customs (HMRC) and police. 

Methuen, aged in his mid 
50s, is accused of six charges 
of false accounting, allegedly 
committed to disguise the 
embezzlement of more than 
£400,000 while treasurer of 
the Amblecote Christian 
Centre. 

He is further accused of 
five offences of cheating the 
public purse by submitting 
over-inflated gift aid repay¬ 
ment claims for the Christian 
Centre. 

As well as the allegations 
relating to the evangelical 
church, Methuen is charged 
with six counts of false 
accounting, during the same 
period from 2003 to 2009, 
while treasurer of the Chris¬ 
tian International Relief 
Mission, which is believed to 
no longer exist. It is alleged 
he embezzled £117,957 from 
that charity. Methuen is due 
to appear before Dudley mag¬ 
istrates this Friday.

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Backing for 
freeze on 
council tax 

PLANS to freeze council tax 
over the coming year and 
pump £1 million into a fund 
aimed at boosting economic 
regeneration in Wyre Forest 
have been backed by council¬ 
lors.

Knife attack woman loses conviction appeal 



Denise Beckford 


A WOMAN who was jailed after stab¬ 
bing and almost killing a former 
friend has lost her bid to get her con¬ 
viction overturned by the Court of 
Appeal. 

Denise Beckford left 21-year-old 
Makela Patterson with life threaten¬ 
ing injuries following the attack in 
Birmingham in November 2010. 

Beckford, aged 33, was found 
guilty of wounding with intent to 
cause grevious bodily harm. 

She was sentenced to 12 years in 
prison at Birmingham Crown Court. 


But Beckford, of Talbot Street, Lye, 
continues to claim she is innocent 
and took her case to the Court of 
Appeal in London, where three 
senior judges rejected her bid for 
freedom. 

Complaints 

Beckford’s barrister, Gareth 
Evans QC, argued that her trial had 
been “unfair”, but saw his com¬ 
plaints rejected by Lord Justice 
Elias, Mr Justice Saunders and 
Judge Steven Kramer QC. 

The attack stemmed from an argu¬ 


ment between Miss Patterson and 
Beckford’s uncle, who was her 
former boss at Winson Green restau¬ 
rant, Mish Mash. 

In order to resolve the issue of the 
wages, Miss Patterson went to the 
restaurant on November 3 last year, 
where she had argued with the 
owner. 

Following the incident, Beckford 
and Miss Patterson agreed to meet 
that evening in Archibald Road, 
Lozells, and in a scuffle Miss Patter¬ 
son was stabbed four times. 


Mr Evans argued last week that 
interruptions and interventions by 
the trial judge during cross-exami¬ 
nation of Miss Patterson at the trial 
were unfair to Beckford. 

Interruptions 

Dismissing the complaint, Lord 
Justice Elias said: “We have come to 
the conclusion that it cannot be said 
that the interruptions or interven¬ 
tions here were such as to render the 
trial process unfair. 

“This verdict, in our view, is 
plainly safe.”

Admissions 
for obesity 
have doubled 

THE NUMBER of overweight people in the 
West Midlands who had to be admitted to 
hospital because of their obesity last year, has 
more than doubled to 1,600, according to 
latest figures. 

In 2010/11, there were 8,087 weight-loss 
stomach operations in England’s hospitals, 
up from 7,214 in 2009/10, according to the 
latest data from the NHS Information 
Centre. 

The report highlights around a 30-fold 
increase in the number of people going under 
the knife in the last decade, from just 261 
weight loss operations in 2000/01. 

In the West Midlands 1,281 females and 
342 males were admitted to hospitals diag¬ 
nosed with obesity in 2010/11. The year 
before it was 794 people 

There were 153 males and 482 females who 
underwent bariatric weight-loss surgery 
includes stomach stapling, gastric bypasses 
and a procedure called sleeve gastrectomy. 

There were 538 operations in 2009/10. 

The operations generally cost between 
£7,000 and £10,000. Recent figures include 
operations to adjust an existing gastric band 
rather than fit a new one. Of the 8,087 proce¬ 
dures nationally in 2010/11, 1,444 were for 
maintenance of a band. The report also found 
a dramatic rise in hospital admissions for 
patients whose main diagnosis was obesity. 
Over the last decade, these admissions have 
risen from 1,054 in 2000/01 to 11,574 in 
2010/11. Admissions among women are 
almost three times higher than for men 
(8,654 in 2010/11 compared to 2,919 for 
men). In the West Midlands admissions with 
a primary diagnosis of obesity is 17 people per 
100,000 of the population.

The four blue circles indicate some of the 
historic Tecton buildings, which are under¬ 
going refurbishment. 

The bear ravine, kiosk, cafe and entrance 
are all being modernised. 

Councillor Les Jones, leader of Dudley 
Council said: “The development of Castle 
Hill is a key attraction not only for Dudley 
but for the whole region. 

“This scheme has the scope to increase 
visitor numbers from around 600,000 to one 
million a year and the project is a major 
aspect of our current regeneration pro¬ 
gramme for the whole of the Dudley 
borough.”

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Boy, 15, tortured rabbit 
in an ‘horrendous’ attack

UNTIL now it’s just been a tantalis¬ 
ing view from Stourbridge’s ring 
road. 

But this bird’s eye view shows 
more detail of the layout of the 
town’s futuristic-looking bus 
station, which transport chiefs from 
Centro hope will be up and running 
this spring. 

The photograph shows the 
outline of the boat-shaped, glass- 
domed main station building, 
etched in a light blue outline, which 
will house six buses. 

It dwarfs a smaller, similar steel 
frame, glazed structure - described 
as the Finger Island - a few yards 
away, which will provide an addi¬ 


tional waiting area and stands for 
two buses, together with passenger 
information screens. 

A further bus stand will be housed 
under an “umbrella shaped” struc¬ 
ture in nearby Vauxhall Road. 

Stourbridge ring road and the tip 
of the town centre shopping area 
can be seen at the bottom right of 
the picture. At the top right, the 
“Stourbridge Dodger” train shuttle 
service is seen setting off for the 
town’s Junction railway station. 

Work to create the new bus inter¬ 
change in Foster Street East, has 
been going on since the previous, 
outdated station was closed in 
October 2010. 


A 15-YEAR-OLD boy tortured a 
pet rabbit to death in an attack 
described by magistrates as 
“sickening” and “horrendous”. 

The boy, from Brierley Hill, admitted 
causing unnecessary suffering to the rabbit 
by beating, kicking, cutting it with a knife 
and getting his dog to chase it. Dudley Youth 
Court heard the boy picked the rabbit up 
roughly by its ears, kept pushing his dog’s 
nose and face into the animal, struck it with 
a stick and a steel knife-sharpener, kicked it 
and cut it with a knife. 

Presiding magistrate Mrs Mary Yeates, 
who described the crime as horrendous, told 
the boy: “We’ve read what happened and it’s 
made us feel really sick.” 

The boy was given a 12- month youth 
rehabilitation order, was banned from 
keeping any pet for six years and ordered to 
pay £250 from his pocket money towards the 
RSPCA costs. His mother was given a par¬ 
enting order to provide her with help to 
support her son during the rehabilitation. 

Mr Nick Sutton, prosecuting for the 
RSPCA, said it was a “sad reflection of our 
times” that two workmen who witnessed 
the “sustained, brutal and pointless” attack 
were under orders never to confront tenants 
when working in their homes. 

A statement by workman Mark Walmer 
said he was at the boy’s home on September 
27 when he looked out of the window to see 
the boy pick up the rabbit by the ears, before 
dropping it three feet to the floor. 

Mrs Hashmita Patel, defending, said the 
boy had told her: “I am sorry for what’s hap¬ 
pened and it won’t happen again.”

is there a real need for HS2 link? 


THE ANNOUNCEMENT of an exten¬ 
sion of the Metro line into Birmingham 
city centre at enormous cost also 
signals an imminent commitment to 
the High Speed Rail link. 

However, I am quite sceptical about 
the need for these projects at all, espe¬ 
cially during times of austerity. 

We are told businesses will be 
created in the Midlands, but would 
business from the north be more likely 
to go straight through to London and 
the eastern ports to Europe? We are 
told the economy will benefit from 
people arriving 20 minutes earlier in 
the capital. Is that really true in this 


age of instant communication? I would 
suggest every business executive trav¬ 
elling by rail is already at work on 
either a laptop or a smart phone. 

Indeed, some may prefer the train to 
the office, and arriving in London 20 
minutes earlier might itself be an 
unwanted interruption. 

Other logistical arguments suggest 
the London to Birmingham main line is 
so congested that a high speed line is 
the only alternative. In that case, I 
don’t think the Government looked 
very far. Their search reached just 26 
miles across the English Channel in 
fact. If they had looked much further, to 


America, Canada or Australia, They 
would have seen an alternative that 
may be much cheaper and could be 
applied to most rail routes. 

I visited Australia recently and I was 
impressed with their double-decker 
trains. Such a system would almost 
double the capacity in terms of passen¬ 
ger accommodation at a stroke and 
fewer trains would be needed, allowing 
them to run faster. Pressure would be 
relieved where the most passenger con¬ 
gestion really lies, in the commuter belt 
around London.

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Jobs are lost as stores 
left out of Peacocks deal 


HIGH streets in Dudley borough 
have suffered another blow as 
several Peacocks stores were left 
out of a takeover by Edinburgh 
Woollen Mill. 

Six shops in the Black Country and 
Staffordshire shut after the announcement 
was made, resulting in the loss of 93 jobs. 

Meanwhile, across the UK 388 shops were 
saved, but 224 were shut and 3,100 jobs 
axed. Among the stores to close were outlets 
in Brierley Hill, Halesowen and at the Merry 
Hill shopping centre. 

Stores saved from the axe included 
branches in Dudley and Kidderrminster 
town centres. Staff at the Peacocks store in 
Brierley Hill’s Moor Centre shut the store 
Wednesday evening leaving the front lights 
on and the racks full with clothes. 

A sign on the window said the store was 
closed and thanked customers for shopping 
there. Chairman of the Brierley Hill traders 
group, Shane Birch-Bastock, said the town 
was not immune to the pain suffered by 
retailers during the financial downturn. 

“It is a real shame to lose Peacocks but 
everyone is struggling at the moment not 
just Brierley Hill,” he said. 

Dudley Council leader, Councillor Les 
Jones, added: “We do not want to lose any 
businesses but this is where we have little 
real clout - we can’t wave a magic wand.” 

Staff at the Peacocks store in Wolver¬ 
hampton’s Wulfrun Centre pulled the 
shutter down at 3pm Wednesday, more than 
two hours before normal closing. Branches 
in Stafford and West Bromwich have also 
been axed.

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Security is to be beefed 
up at former glassworks 


SECURITY is being stepped up at 
a former glassworks amid fears 
another arson attack could set 
back plans for a £5 million 
museum there. 

Yobs have continued to target the old 
Stuart Crystal site in Wordsley since a huge 
blaze there last summer. 

Bosses have now installed security 
fencing - and there are even plans for staff 
to patrol the area to stop gangs congregat¬ 
ing. The listed buildings have become a 
magnet for vandalism and developers fear 
another arson attack could scupper the 
project. In recent months yobs have 
smashed windows and daubed graffiti on the 
walls, while some small fires have been 
started in the grounds. 

Owners Complex Developments say they 
have been forced to take action. 

Director Ian Harrabin said: “The insurers 
have asked us to take these measures as we 
do have a running problem with vandals. 

“The site is not safe for people to be wan¬ 
dering around so we needed to close it off.” 

It comes after work to stabilise the walls 
and remove the collapsed roof was carried 
out following delays over an insurance 
claim. 

Under the plans the six listed buildings on 
the Stuart Crystal site would be trans¬ 
formed into a new glass museum with an 
underground link to the Red House Glass 
Cone. It is hoped the museum could be open 
by 2014 Complex director David Freer 
added: “The more vandal attacks that 
happen there, the more the process will be 
slowed down.”

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Bank returns more than 
£930,000 to the council 


WYRE Forest District Council has 
reclaimed more than £930,000 
invested in an Icelandic bank 
after years of legal wrangling. 

The announcement was made by the 
authority’s leader Councillor John Campion 
at a meeting of the Cabinet last week. It is the 
first instalment of the £3 million deposit the 
council had with Landsbanki when it col¬ 
lapsed in 2008. 

Councillor Campion told the meeting the 
authority expected around 98 per cent of the 
total investment to be recovered. 

He said following the recent announce¬ 
ment about the sale of Iceland Foods, in 
which Landsbanki has a large stake, further 
cash was likely to be recovered in the coming 
months. 

The amount invested in Landsbanki was 
part of a larger overall investment of £9 
million in three banks, also including Herita¬ 
ble and Kaupthing, Singer and Friedlander. 

The authority, along with other groups 
which had money invested in Landsbanki, 
won a legal campaign to ensure they were 
front of the queue when cash was returned. 

Other creditors had challenged the “pre¬ 
ferred status” but the Icelandic Supreme 
Court upheld the council’s status which has 
led to the first dividend being paid out. 

Councillor Campion said: “This is very 
good news for the council. To receive the first 
payment of around a third of investment is 
fantastic for the whole district. 

“This is the result of hard work and we are 
absolutely delighted we have been able to 
recover a large amount of money we are owed 
by Landsbanki.”

Wyre Forest District Council wants 
to introduce a local development order 
at the South Kidderminster Enter¬ 
prise Park to entice new firms into the 
town.

These developments would include 
offices, warehouses and industrial 
premises.

Cabinet member for Place Shaping 
Councillor Julian Phillips said the 
order would provide some of the bene¬ 
fits the Enterprise Zone status would 
have done. 

“I believe eliminating the lengthy 
and costly planning application pro¬ 
cess will bring more businesses into 
the town.”

Chamber president Paul Bennett today 
said: “Everyone remains upbeat but they 
need more people to get behind the bid. 

“The race for city status for Dudley is still 
alive. 

“But in order to beat our rivals, we need 
to ignite public support for what is other¬ 
wise a compelling proposition.” 

Dudley MP Ian Austin has also lent his 
support to the bid for city status.

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Scheme backing gives 
spur to search for site 


Wasps raise cash 
for children’s ward 


Officials are looking for a site for a new leisure centre in after coun¬ 
cillors gave their backing to the scheme. Wyre Forest District Council 
launched a review of leisure services in the area last year as a con¬ 
tract with a firm which runs local centres is due to expire.

It has been agreed a new centre is the 
most cost effective way of ensuring the 
future of the service, a meeting of the 
council’s Cabinet was told. 

Under the plans, Wyre Forest Glades 
Leisure Centre, Kidderminster, will close 
once the new facility has been completed or 
if the site needs to be vacated in order to 
allow its development by a purchaser. 

Members of the Cabinet have agreed offi¬ 
cials, in consultation with the Cabinet 
member for community wellbeing, be 
authorised to enter into negotiations for the 
acquisition of a preferred site once one has 
been identified. 

After that the scheme would come back to 
the Cabinet for agreement of contracts. 

Extended 

The existing management contract with 
DC Leisure would also be extended for three 
years to keep existing centres running while 


the new one is built. 

Stourport Sports Centre would also cease 
to be operated by the council once the build¬ 
ing is complete. 

Recommendations have been made that 
consideration be given to keeping the site 
for sports use even if a new organisation has 
not been found to take it over. 

The authority is also seeking to transfer 
Bewdley Leisure Centre and its playing 
fields to another organisation. 

The plans have been discussed by the 
council’s Overview and Scrutiny Commit¬ 
tee on two occasions, which also recom¬ 
mended building of a leisure centre was the 
best option. 

Councillor Tracey Onslow said: “I am 
pleased this option is the one which has 
been recommended.”

Glory days of carpet 
capital of the world 


The sewing room of the Carpet Trades factory, Mill Street 


KIDDERMINSTER was once 
the woven carpet capital of 
the world, employing thou¬ 
sands of workers. 

But those days seem long gone 
with carpet giant Brintons announc¬ 
ing it is shedding 150 jobs and a boad- 
room battle at Victoria Carpets 
heating up. 

Melvyn Thompson, who worked in 
the carpet industry all his life, says it 
is more important than ever that the 
achievements of the town’s industry 
are never forgotten. He said develop¬ 
ments such as the town’s carpet 
museum, being built in Green Street, 
and the museum trust’s archive 
centre, were of great importance. 

He said: “It could be one day the 
archives and the history is all that 
remains of the town’s carpet making 
industry. I hope that is not the case. 
There are still major firms trading in 
the town and getting contracts for 
high-profile projects. 

“However in recent times there 
have been concerns caused by what

we are hearing from Brintons and 
Victoria Carpets.” 

Mr Thompson said the decline in 
the town’s carpet industry started 
in the late 1970s following recession 
and the impact of poorly regulated 
imports from overseas. 

Of more than 20 companies oper¬ 
ating in the town in the 1960s, only 
a handful remain: Adams, Brintons, 
Brockway, Victoria and Bond Worth. 

There is also Carpets of Kidder¬ 
minster which is an amalgamation 
of many firms. 

It is a far cry from the days when 
the skyline was dominated by chim¬ 
neys from factories making carpets 
of all kinds and colours to be shipped 
overseas. Many of those firms, 
household names just 60 years ago, 
are gone. 


They include Carpet Trades Ltd, 
which has a site in Mill Street and 
employed thousands. 

T & A Naylors, based in Green 
Street, was another big-name manu¬ 
facturer. But the building is long 
gone along with the town’s Long 
Meadow Mill. And while the Sling- 
field Mill building still exists it now 
forms part of the Weavers Wharf 
development. Part of the site is a 
Debenhams store and the rest is 
being converted into a Premier Inn. 

Mr Thomas said: “Through the 
work of the carpet museum trust we 
are preserving the history of these 
sites.” 

Mr Thompson, now 74, started 
with Carpet Trades Ltd in the early 
1950s. After a period in Pontypool he 
returned to Carpet Trades in the 
mid-60s and stayed until 1990 when 
he moved to Brintons. 

He retired in 1999 and has since 
been a volunteer for the carpet trust.

Hospital will be paying off 
its debt for nearly 30 years 


Dudley South 
Conservative MP Chris

AS A member of the 
Private Finance Initia¬ 
tive (PFI) Rebate 
campaign I high¬ 
lighted the ongoing 
cost to taxpayers of 
the Labour’s PFI deal 
for Russells Hall hos¬ 
pital. 

The hospital will be paying 
off £1.8 billion of PFI debt for 
nearly 30 years since its 2003 
expansion. 

I asked Health Secretary 
Andrew Lansley what steps 
he was taking to help NHS 
hospitals, such as Russells 
Hall, that are being weighed 
down by PFI debt. 

In reply Mr Lansley 
branded the PFI debts 
affecting 102 UK hospitals as 
“enormous mortgages” 
worth around £67 billion. 

He added: “Russells Hall, 
like others, is having its con¬ 
tract reviewed for potential 
savings following a Treas¬ 
ury-led pilot exercise under¬ 
taken at Queen’s Hospital, 
Romford.” 

Too often with PFI deals 
SMEs have been crowded 
out by large corporations 
and multi-nationals and 
seriously disadvantaged by 
the kind of “crony capital¬ 
ism” that was allowed to 
develop during 13 years of 
New Labour and epitomised 
by the actions of Lord (Peter) 
Mandelson as European 
Union Trade Commissioner 
under Tony Blair and Trade 
Secretary in the Cabinet 
under Gordon Brown.

A spokesman for SEP Prop¬ 
erties, of Stone Street, Dudley, said: 
“We own the building and it will be 
let but we do not yet know to whom. 

“A couple of parties are interested 
but we cannot say any more now.” 

And Lorna Bishop, spokesman 
for Mid Counties Coop, said: “We 
cannot comment at this stage but 
hope to have more details at a later 
date.” 

Application 

Recent speculation in the area - 
following notice of the application 
for an off-licence by the Co-op 
posted on the railings surrounding 
the building work - is that The 
Broadway, which closed as a pub a 


year ago, will become a supermar¬ 
ket. 

Chris Jones, aged 34, who works 
at the Norton Fisheries chip shop 
just a few doors from the pub, said: 
“There are all kinds of rumours, 
including that it’s going to be 
turned into flats, a supermarket for 
Co-op, a Tesco or an Indian restau¬ 
rant. 

“There is a lot of talk about it in 
the area and, most lately, people are 
saying it’s going to be a Co-op. 

“I must say, from our point of 
view, that would be good news 
because The Broadway has off-road 
parking and a supermarket there 
would attract people to the area.” 


Scheme sees drop in 
admissions to hospital 


THE NUMBER of Wyre Forest patients 
admitted to hospital has fallen by eight per 
cent in eight months after a new system to 
enable more people to be treated in their 
own homes was introduced. 

It means the district is bucking the 
national trend which is has seen a rise in the 
hospital admissions across the board. 

GPs, district nurses and community care 
staff are working together to reduce the 
number of people taken to hospital. Where 
possible patients, with chronic illnesses who 
may be admitted to hospital more fre¬ 
quently than others, are treated in their 
own homes and visited by nurses. 

Latest figures show that between April 
and November there were 5,534 emergency 
admissions for patients from the district 


compared with 6,058 during the same 
period in 2010. 

The Admission Prevention Team is made 
up of district nurses, specialist nurses, phys¬ 
iotherapists, occupational therapists and 
social workers. It was set up by the Wyre 
Forest Clinical Commissioning Group, the 
new organisation with responsibility for 
shaping healthcare in Wyre Forest. 

Chairman Dr Tony De Cothi said: “Last 
year, working closely with Worcestershire 
Health and Care NHS Trust, we saw the 
development of a new Admission Preven¬ 
tion Team and these early figures suggest 
how successful this project has been. 

“This is a remarkable achievement con¬ 
sidering that the national trend... is increas¬ 
ing.”

Metal ID scheme 
proves a success

A BRIERLEY Hill metal recycling firm says it has been 
“overwhelmed” at the response to a voluntary ID scheme 
which it set up in response to growing concerns about metal 
thefts in the Black Country. 

Mason Metals Ltd, in Two Woods Lane,launched the 
scheme in January and nearly 100 customers signed up in 
just over a month. Bosses said the response had been very 
positive with up to five customers now signing up every day. 

Customers are asked to fill in a questionnaire and show 
proof of identity, such as a passport or other document. The 
company then issues them a members’ card and number. All 
metal items can then be traced back to their source. 

Drug conspiracy 
six found guilty 

FIVE Black Country men and a sixth from Worcestershire 
conspired together to supply cocaine, a court heard. Worces¬ 
ter Crown Court was told the men were witnessed taking 
part in a drugs deal. 

Paul Malpass, aged 35, of Highview Drive, Kingswinford, 
denied conspiring with others to supply class A drugs but 
was convicted after a trial on February 20. 

The court was told that Malpass and five other men had 
been seen taking part in a drugs transaction at a pub in Red- 
ditch on June 3. 

Officers seized half a kilogramme of cocaine, which was 
discovered in a car belonging to co-accused, 19-year-old 
Liam Pitt of Ostler Close, Kingswinford. 

Pitt and Craig Davies, aged 24, of Standhills Road, 
Kingswinford, Martin Sadler, aged 29, of Cecil Drive, 
Oldbury, Darren Jones, aged 34, of Bells Lane, Stourbridge, 
and Kristoffer Bell, aged 31, of Evesham Road, Redditch, 
all admitted the charge. 

Pitt was bailed while the others were remanded in 
custody until a further apprearance at Worcester Crown 
Court for sentencing later this month.

Audi RS 5, packed with 
style and performance 


THE AUDI RS badge returns, 
at the head of the A5 Coupe 
range this week in the new 
generation RS 5, combining 
new styling, mechanical and 
specification revisions with 
extreme performance from a 
high-revving 450PS V8. 

The more imposing, more efficient 
and more extensively equipped new 
incarnation of the acclaimed sports car 
can be ordered now at an OTR price of 
£58,725, and will reach its first British 
customers in April. 

Styling updates include a slight revi¬ 
sion to the single frame grille design, 
sharper and more pronounced bonnet 
contours, new ‘solid band’ wraparound 
LED daytime running lights and LED 
rear lights, new look front and rear 


bumpers and a new 10-spoke design for 
the 19-inch alloy wheels. 

Inside, the most noticeable enhance¬ 
ments are likely to be the addition of 
Bluetooth mobile phone preparation, 
cruise control, DVD-based satellite 
navigation and Audi Music Interface 
iPod connection to the standard equip¬ 
ment list for this updated model. 

Sensors 

The cruise control system can also 
now be upgraded at extra cost to the 
adaptive system with braking guard, 
which uses radar sensors to control dis¬ 
tance from traffic in front of the car 
between 19mph and 155mph, and can 
also initiate partial braking or full 
deceleration if its sensors detect an 
impending collision. 

Interior design changes extend to a 
new flat-bottomed RS three-spoke 


steering wheel and detail improve¬ 
ments to the air conditioning, Multi 
Media Interface, mirror adjustment 
and electric window switchgear, the 
gear lever and the instrument stalks. 
New look optional inlays are also now 
available. 

As before, the high-revving, natu¬ 
rally-aspirated 4.2-litre V8 that is hand 
built for the RS 5 and is closely related 
to the VI0 that powers the R8 sports 
car delivers 450PS at 8,250 rpm and 
peak torque of 430 Nm at between 
4,000 and 6,000 rpm. It launches the 
coupe from rest to 62mph in 4.5 
seconds, and where possible on to an 
electronically-limited 155mph top 
speed.
